It adds to the interest 
the women take in the home, they 
say, and does away with the Idea 
that used to be so wearying to wo­ 
men that they haven’t any business 
sense and don’t know how to takt> 
care *of the family’s needs. 
A town where the men work hard 


and hand over their wages to their 
wives is the town where real prog­ 
ress is made, many of the men in­ 
ter vie vred said. 
Bankers say that more and more 
are the accounts of women 
in­ 
creasing. 
In the old days it tfsed to be un­ 
usual for a bank to have many ae- 
counts in the names of women, 
though now* and then some poor

VIENNA, Sept, 27.—Gun running 
and arms smuggling has become a 
bigger trade in Autsria than it was 
on 
the 
Mexican 
frontier in the 
palmiest days of Villa. 
The country is fall of military 
material while Hungary, Poland and 
Jugo-Slavia are munitions hungry 
and the result is to make a market 
so tempting that the risks are dis­ 
regarded. lf the socialist organs are 
to be credited, however, at least 
some of the trade is done under 
the auspices of certain Entente gov­ 
ernments as well as the conserva­ 
tive element of the Austrian gov­ 
ernment. 
Within the last few days the po­ 
lice as known to have discovered 
an organisation for running military 
material into Hungary and made 
two arrests. One of the men was an 
employe of the Wollersdorf muni­ 
tions factory, a government plant. 
Workmen’s councillors have a good 
organization and are constantly on 
the watch for railway shipments of 
arms and cartridges, but in one 
government office it was admitted 
that for every carload detected and 
stopped nine got away over the 
frontier. 
Frederick Adler, the socialist lea­ 
der, has declared that great quan­ 
tities of arms were being smuggled 
from the country and it wag the 
duty of the government to find a 
way to stop it. 
The Allied Trade commission has 
issued an order prohibiting the fur­ 
ther sale of government owned arms 
or mnuitions of that in possession 
of the private concerns organised 
to trade in demobilized material. 
Many of these concerns were made 
up of the members of the official 
demobilisation commission who sold 
to themselves. 
There seems little doubt now that 
a recent raid on the Furstenfeld 
arsenal was the work of former 
Austrian officers now in the Ans- 
trian legion of the Hungarian army 
aided by Hungarian officers. 
A 
later raid on the Hartberg arsenal 
seems to have been done by neigh­ 
boring peasants. They are said to 
have been inspired by the threats of 
the workmen to raid the farms for 
food.

Danger larks within the copper 
boiler you use in distilling your 
products. Death hides within the 
bottle of rmisin-jack you are bold­ 
o s "bt bond." Even the modest 
potato some of you may use is 
liable to send one to the hospital 
with some form of poisoning. 
That's the warning of hospital 
authorities here, who have investi­ 
gated 
the "moonshine 
industry.” 
following a series of /'unsolved poi­ 
sonings" throughout the south. 
"Home distilling will in the next 
three years," reads the warning, 
"at the present rate of manufacture 
by Inexperienced men and women, 
take a toll of more lives than 
America lost in the recent world 
war." 
Fusel Oil Deadly. 
The warning explains the deadly 
fiisel-oil and its danger in home 
whiskey making. 
Remember how in the "old days" 
the bartender when he opened a 
fresh bottle of whiskey, would pour 
off the top? That was the fusel-oll. 
“In the home product," say the 
chemists, "the oil is bound to be 
found in greater quantity. This oil 
together with putrefaction in wild 
fermentation, threatens 
death to 
every man and woman who takes 
a single drink of home-made li­ 
quor." 
This is not the only danger, how­ 
ever. Home distillers think because 
they distill in copper their product 
will be pure. 
“Copper in itself—the stills and 
coils—is not poisonous,** scientific 
men say, “but ignorance of their 
use often leads to the production of 
poison. All the salts of copper, 
science knows, are poisonous. Blue 
vitriol and verdigris are the most 
common. A half ounce of the latter 
will produce death in an adult." 
Cause of "Headache." 
‘Moonshine drinkers" are often 
heard com paining of the rapidly in­ 
creasing intense headache suffered 
after a "jag." This is copper pois­ 
oning. 
Another complaint of the “moon­ 
shine drinker" is severe pains iu 
the bones. Blue vitriol causes this. 
Excessive drinking of liquor, con­ 
taining vitriol, if it does not kill, 
will cause the bones to rot, medical 
men say. 
Investigation by local toxicologists 
reveals that the great majority of 
housewives use potatoes in 
their 
distilling. 
This is the most dangerous prac­ 
tice of all. The spirit contained in 
the potato has more mayl, or fusel- 
oil, than any other matter from 
which whiskey can be made.
